started some time age, according to 
testimony-breught out at the hear- 
ing. Mrs. Johnson was granted an 
interlocutory decree of divorce Octo- 
ber 6, on a cross-complaint, in which 
she alleged that Mrs. Pomeroy had 
been discovered in her ‘husband’s 
apartment ‘with the docr locked.” 
The cross-complaint was not con- 
tested. 


Previously Johnson had filed suit 
for divorce against his wife charging 
that she had falsely accused him and 
Mrs. Pomeroy in the presence of the 
latter‘s small daughter. 

Mrs. Pomeroy stated that the 
charge of ‘insanity preferred against 
Mrs. Johnson came as the result 
cf statements she had heard attrib- 
uted to Mrs. Johnson, who was 
“going to throw acid on me.” She 
said that this formed the basis for 
her charge, declaring Mrs. Jchnson’s 
allegations were groundless. 


Pomeroy attended the hearing with 
his wife, but did not testify. 


A large number of Richmcnd peo- 
ple were presented at the trial. Mrs.
